Cost of World War— 
The cost of the world war, ac- 


cording to estimates made re- 
cently by the National Council for 
Prevention of War, was $337,846,- 
189,657. America’s share of that 
cost amounted to $41,165,000,000. 
The total cost of the war could 
have provided $2500 cottages on 
five-acre plots of land costing $100 
an acre for every family in Great 
Britain, America, Canada, Ger-

sia. With what the United States 
spend in half a year during the 
war on automobile and a tractor 
could be bought for every one of 
our 6,500,000 farms, with $600,- 
000,000 left for good roads. 


Japan Walks Out— 

When Japan walked out of the 
naval conference in London, she 
set in’ motion a network of cause 
and effect that will have a vital 
influence on the future of civili- 
zation. 


Bluntly, the United States and 
Britain informed the Japanese 
representative that his demand 
for naval equality was out of the 
question. Quite logically the U. S. 
pointed out a Nipponese navy of 
equal tonnage would be infinitely 
stronger than ours because of 
Japan’s position in the Pacific. A 
navy more than equal to the task 
of defending Nippon would be 
woefully inadequate to defend 
America. Also, with equality of 
naval arms Japan would be im- 
pregnable in waters of the far 
east, even against the combined 
British and American fleets. 


That, admittedly, is what Japan 
wants. For she still has much ex- 
panding to do, which means more 
cutting up of China, possible ac- 
quisition of the Philippines and 
Dutch East Indies, and involves 
a threat of war with Russia over 
Siberian territory. 

Meanwhile, the naval tonnage 
race is on, the lavish pouring out 
of money to build ships is under 
way, and the world is just that 
much farther away from _ peace 
than it was a month ago. 


Crime Is on Wane— 

There was a time in California 
when “law and order” was the 
battle cry of all self-respecting 


¢ citizens in their vigorous fight to

create a peaceful, industrious 
state out of the chaos of gold 
rush fever. Today law and order 
is taken for granted, and prog- 
ress in the business of maintain- 
ing it attracts little attention. It 
is probable, therefore, that most 
people missed the encouraging 
report on California’s crime rec- 
ord for 1935, disclosed last week 
by the state bureau of criminal 
identification and _ investigation. 
The record is a good one. There 
were 2,963 fewer felonies than in 
1934. That makes it three years 
consecutively in which crimes 
have decreased, since there were 
44,677 in 1932 and 39,113 in 1933. 
These figures include everything 
from assault to purse snatching, 
with such others as burglary, fic- 
titious checks and forgery, pick- 
pockets and robbery. The great- 
est decrease, last year, was in 
burglary cases, which dropped 
from 23,339 to 20,877.

To Santa Cruz Packing Company Here 


In the case of the Santa Cruz 
Fruit Packing company and Weigh- 
ers, Warehousemen & Cereal 


Workers, Local 38-44, International 
Longshoremen’s association, which 
was heard before Roger John Tray- 
nor, trial examiner for the national 
labor relations board, the inter- 
mediate report handed down Jan- 
uary 30, recommends: first, that all 
thirty-one men who were locked 
out from the Santa Cruz Fruit 
Packing company warehouses on 
August 10 be ‘offered immediate 
and full reinstatement to their 
former positions.”” Examiner Tray- 
nor also ordered the company ‘to 


»pay to each of said complainants 


a sum of money equal to that 
which he would normally have 
earned as wages during the period 
from August 10, 1935, when he was 
discharged, to the date of his re- 
instatement, computed at the wage 
rate which he was paid at the time 
of his discharge by respondent, less 
whatever sum he has earned sub- 
sequent to his discharge by re- 
spondent...” 
Is Labor Victory 

The report further provides that 
the Santa Cruz Fruit Packing com- 
pany ‘cease and desist from inter- 
fering with, restraining, or coerc- 


ing its employes in the exercise of | 


the right to self-organization, to 
form, join or assist labor organiza- 
tions, to bargain collectively 
through representatives of their 
own choosing, and to engage in 
concerted activities for 
pose of collective bargaining 
other mutual aid or protection, and 
from discouraging membership in 
any labor organization by discrim- 
inating in regard to tenure of em- 
ployment or any term or condition 
of employment.”

within five days the Santa Cruz 
Fruit Packing company notifies the 
regional director 
ing, that he will comply with the 
recommendations made, the mat- 
ter will be “referred forthwith to 
the national labor relations board 
and the board issue an order re- 
quiring respondent to take the ac- 
tion aforesaid.” 

In his report, which formed the 
basis for his recommendations, Ex- 
aminer Traynor pointed out “the 
record cleariy shows a _ premedi- 
tated design to lock out the men 
for the reason that they joined and 
assisted a labor organization known 
as Weighers, Warehousemen and 
Cereal Workers, Local 38-44, Inter- 
national 
tion, and engaged in concerted ac-

were in fact locked out for this and 
for no other reason.” 

That interstate and foreign com- 
merce was definitely affected was 
a point made by Dr. Traynor in his 
report. He stated “as a direct con- 
sequence of respondent’s discrim- 
inatory lockout of complainants 
the flow of respondent’s products 
into the channels of interstate and 
foreign commerce was, during the 
period August 10th, 1935, to Sep- 


tember 27th, 1935, materially bur- | 


dened and obstructed.”

A LIBERTY LEAGUE WITHOUT LIBERTY

I have been asked several times just what the 
American Liberty League stands for or what its pur- 
pose is in our national life. Well, first of all let me 
say that their organization is not for the workers by 
any means, or can I say that their “liberty” is just 
the kind the Americans want. 

This group of people, constitution preservers by 
the way, but under the skin, bankers, manufacturers 
and attorneys have edged into the picture of national 
politics by publicity and a lot of ballyhoo, especially 
the speech recently made by the man with the brown 
derby, who rode the jackass during the 1928 presi- 
dential election, Al. Smith. 

From my observation the liberty league is just 
another political set-up—an organization set up to 
make the gap in government just so much wider, 
and, to split the liberty bell all the way across..... 
a bunch of self-made law makers under the guise of 
“American Liberty.” 

If the liberty they dish out is the American liberty, 
then I’m wrong; but you can bet your bottom dollar 
that the kind of liberty they advocate does not coin- 
cide with the workers’ views. Rev. Father Chas. 
Coughlan, although I do not always agree with him, 
hit the nail on the head when he said “the American 
Liberty League is the bankers, manufacturers and 
munition makers on one side with the politicians on 
the other and the people in the middle being swindled 
out of billions of dollars. No matter who wins the 
people lose anyway” 

Protection of the constitution is the liberty 
league’s trump card; and why do they shout “‘protect 
the constitution?” Because it sounds well while 
“fleecing”’ the people out of their money. Some 

»-people fall for it, but the true blooded Americans are 
wise to their game and won't be fooled any longer. 

We all believe in the constitution of the United 
States and we all love it dearly, though certain 
changes are being advocated by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, so that the workers may be pro- 
tected. We should stay wide-awake when these 
“liberty loving preservers’” begin to take the con- 
stitution into their own hands . . . . although liberty 
may be their motto . . liberty for the working 
man is minus. 

Let the ‘“preservers of liberty’”’ wash their own 
dirty linen in some other tub, and allow government 
to be run by the people and for the people as is stated 
in the constitution.

ever the entrenched sovereigns of old took a notion to 
prohibit their subjects from doing something they did not 
want done, but which the masses wanted. 


What should never be lost sight of is that there is no 
form of government on the face of the earth, but what is 
subject to change. When any government becomes un- 
bearable it is in line to be overthrown by any of the 
methods ever resorted to in the past to accomplish over- 
throw of governments, or by any new method which may 
be conceived to accomplish this purpose. 


It matters little where tyranny asserts itself. Whether 
it is the executive, judicial or legislative branches of gov- 
ernment or all of these combined that proceed to override 
the will of the majority of the people the results are the 
same as if some robed despot sat ona throne and issued the 
same orders. 


It is becoming painfully apparent that the Supreme 
Court of the United States is more and more assuming 
the position of setting themselves up as final arbiters in 
regard to what laws the people of the United States shall 
be permitted to have and which ones they shall be pro- 
hibited from having by the simple expedient of declaring 
unconstitutional laws enacted by congress in response to 
widespread and deeply seated sentiment in favor of such 
laws among the American people themselves. 


It is all twaddle to argue that the Supreme Court of | 
the United States is an impartial tribunal which makes 
rulings in strict accord with the letter and the spirit of the , 
constitution, for the simple reason that the court itself 
almost invariably is split on the most vital issues that come 
before it. In every such case either the majority opinion, 
which is accepted as the law of the land, or the minority 
opinion provides legal reasoning both ways. Hence instead 
of the question being settled by accepted principles of law, 
it is determined by the majority opinion of five or more | 
judges. ; 

If the people of the United States have a democracy | 
that means anything at all it follows that in the final an- 
alysis the real and final arbiter on every question consists 
of the expressed will and desire of the majority of the 
people, rather than the opinions which the nine men, who 
happen to be supreme court justices. 


If any law is wanted, by the majority of the American | 
people and the United States constitution really stands 
in the way of such proposed legislation, then the self- | 
evident move to make first of all is to amend the con-| 
stitution. 


But when the supreme court takes it on itself to de- 
clare unconstitutional laws enacted by congress, when the 
effect is merely to accrue to the financial advantage of 
special privileged interests, whose entire legal authority 
for existence at all could with far better grace be declared 
unconstitutional for having been granted special favors, | 
which the constitution never specifically or even inferen- 
tially ever authorized, that is simply going too far and 
there are some recent decisions and others pending before | 
our supreme court that come dangerously near to being | 
of just this type. | 

Now the fact of the matter is that there is no court, 
official or law-maker, who can be a higher authority than | 
the authority which created them. Whenever they under- | 
take to ignore the expressed will of the people of the 
United States, such perverters of American democracy | 
had better be removed, by replacement, recall, impeach- 
ment, or any other method available for getting rid of | 
antiquated and out-of-date individuals in high places. 

Unless the machinery for accomplishing just this is | 
available and made use of whenever contingencies arise. 
to make such drastic action necessary or desirable there is | 
always present the danger of such disregard of welfare | 
of the common people of which the majority of our popu- 
lation is composed actually reaching the breaking point. | 

It is far better to adjust matters to enable the people. 
to exercise their democracy lawfully and peacefully at the 
ballot box than to let abuses and usurpations continue 
until matters become so unbearable that a revolution be- 


comes the most likely method to be used to put an end to 
them. : 


To say this is a democracy and then proceed to pre-| 
vent us as a people from actually exercising it does not | 
make sense. Even supreme court judges cannot make | 
sense out of nonsense. |

tary arbitration awards, and that 
they cannot be trusted to properly | 
exercise the freedom obtained | 
through the passage of the sea-| 
men’s act only 20 years ago, thus 
strengthening the hands of the 
enemies of human liberty who de- 
sire a restoration of the former 
imprisonment laws against sea-| 
men.” 

The convention expressed the| 
belief that the lockout and strike 
propaganda and manipulations 
are the result of a “deliberate con- 
spiracy unlawful in its purpose and | 
effect” which jeopardizes both the 
“public interest” and the “liberty 
of the seamen,” and instructed 
Secretary-Treasurer Victor Olan- 
der to bring the investigation res- 
olution “to the attention of the 
president and the congress of the 
United States without delay.”

High Wages Urged Good Wages Held Key 


along that pathway. 


“Down in the coal fields of 
southern West Virginia, we have 
seen coal miners forced to work, 
10, 12, 14 hours a day and receiv- 
ing $1.50 and $2 a day for doing 
it. Today those same men are 
working seven hours a day and re- 
ceiving $5.10. 

“That has not hurt the coal oper- 
ators because the coal operators 
of southern West Virginia are bet- 
ter off today than they have ever 
been at any time in their history, 
outside of the world war. 

“In other words, when you give 
the benefit to organized labor, 
everyone reaps that benefit. 

Larger Mass Purchasing Power 

“You must restore the purchas- 
ing power to the laboring man if 
you want to restore prosperity to 
the country. 

“Prosperity comes when labor is 
employed, whether it be in the 
mill, mine, or factory, or on the 
farm. 

“It is the American farmer and 
the American laboring man who 
spends the money; it is no these 
coupon clippers who spend the 
money and bring prosperity. It is 
the people who spend, and the 
American working man must 
spend, because he must live. 

“As I have said in other speeches, 
and I want to repeat it here, the 
American working man will buy 
more meat in a day than these 
coupon clippers will buy in a week, 
and the American working man 
will wear out more clothes, except 
the seat of his pants, in a day than 
they will in a month. 

Jobs for All Jobless 

“If you want the mills to sell the 
products of industry, but the Amer- 
ican laboring men to work and 
they will sell those products. 

“These false profiteers and short- 
sighted industrialists do not realize 
that you cannot have dividends if 
the American people cannot buy 
their products, and when working 
men are walking the streets, beg- 
ging for employment, how can you 
expect to have prosperity? We 
must put them to work, and they 
must be put to work at a wage on 
which they can live. 

“This idea of starvation wages 
is a relic of the dark ages and must 
go in this country. We must give 
people a living wage, not a wage 


that they can spend in order to 
continue to live in this country. 
Defies Coal Barons 

“Tt has been said that I was 
elected by the labor movement. I| 
say that, too, and I am proud of 
it. There is no industrial boss, 
there is no yellow dog coal oper- 
ator in West Virginia who can tell 
me what to do when I vote there. 

“Those men have issued yellow | 
dog injunctions against the poor 
miners of our state for years and 
years. They have issued the same 
kind of yellow dog injunctions to} 
those that they send to congress 
and to the legislature, but the day 
of the yellow dog injunction on 
miners and politicians is passed. 

“We are on the road to a 
brighter day, for a brighter new 
deal for those who labor in our 
state.”

To Social Justice 


Government Has Right to Step 
In and Curb Unfair Practices, 
Says Wagner. 


Better wages and working stand- 
ards and fairer business standards 
“are the keynote of all attempts 
to combine social justice with eco- 
nomic common sense,” said Sen- 
ator Robert F. Wagner in speech 
in New York. 


The federal government, he 
emphasized, is thoroughly justified 
in “interfering” to see that those 
objectives are obtained. 

“This is necessary,” said the sen- 
ator, “to safeguard the overwhelm- 
ing majority of fair-minded people 
from the destructive tactics of the 
unruly few.” 


The bulk of Senator Wagner's 
remarks was devoted to a defense 
of social legislation. Such legisla- 
tion is necessary, he said, because 
there must be regulation by law, 
“not only to compel the few who 
are unwilling, but also to guide the 
majority who have good intentions 
but no unified program.”

and in the application of this plan 
reduced the pay to 40 cents, then 
to 30 cents and finally to 25 cents 
per hour for a 10-hour day. | 

Living conditions were horrible 
in the camps she said. Frequently 
the men had to sit on dynamite and 
walk two miles to secure water. 

Negro workers were discrim- 
inated against. They were “treated 
like mules,” and were the first to 
be killed by silicosis. 

Air Was Thick With Dust 

Testimony in the suits for dam- 
ages, Miss Allen declared, revealed 
that the “silicia dust was so thick 
in the tunnel the men could only 
see 10 or 15 feet before them,” and 
that it caused a collision in which 
a brakeman barely escaped death 
by leaping from his platform just 
before the crash. 

According to one affidavit by a 
tunnel worker the “men’s clothing 
was thick with dust-——dust in their 
hair, on their faces and in their 
eyebrows.” 

Another affidavit read: ‘Dust 
was so thick I had to carry a lan- 
tern, and it settled so thick on the} 
drinking water I had to carry 
milk down in the tunnel to drink 
instead.” 

Hasty Burials Charged 

Miss Allen specifically charged 
company officials with making 
every effort to cover up news of 
the appalling increase in deaths by 
burying the bodies of victims ‘“be- 
fore they were cold.” 

One negro worker, she said, died 
at 4 o’clock in the afternoon and 
was buried an hour later “without 
even having his body washed of 
the dust that killed him.”

Constitutional Amendment 


Postponed by AFL Council 


Final consideration of organized 
labor’s proposal to amend the 
United States constitution so that 
congress would have authority to 


enact labor and _ social welfare 
legislation was postponed by the 
recent meeting of the executive 
council of the American Federa- 


tion of Labor until its spring ses- 
sion. The council authorized Wil- 
liam Green, president of the A. 
F. of L., to formulate the amend- 
ment and present it to the council 
at its next meeting. 

The 1935 convention of the fed- 
eration directed the council to 
have an amendment prepared de- 
signed to overcome the limitations 
which the supreme court of the 
United States, in its decision de- 
claring the national industrial re- 
covery act and the fair practice 
codes established under it uncon- 
stitutional, said the constitution 
imposed on congress. 

The council discussed at length 
the report on the subject made by 
Mr. Green, and asked him to sub- 
mit all the data he had to the 
other council members for their 
personal study so that the amend- 
ment would be ready for the 
meeting next spring.
